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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to applicant's communication of May 6, 2010. 
Claims 1-33 and 35-48 are pending and have been examined. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-34 and 36-48 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for the Claims. 
The claimed invention pertains to a system and method for consolidating 

financial transaction information from multiple sources for presentation to a user, the 
system comprises: a file importer for importing data files from a first source and 
processing each data file to create parsed information for each transaction present in 
the data file and represent any additional information present in the data file in 
Extensible Markup Language (XML) format; a data consolidatorfor receiving parsed 
information from the file importer, consolidating the parsed information with transaction 
information from a user-accessible system to create consolidated transaction records, 
assigning a unique identifier to each consolidated transaction record for an account, and 
storing the consolidated transaction records; and a reporting module for receiving a 
request for financial transaction information for a particular account and presenting 
consolidated transaction records for the particular account to the user in response to the 
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request, wherein the user may navigate through the consolidated transaction records 
based upon the unique identifier. 

The closest prior art of record is US Pub No. 2002/0066752 A1 to Lewis. Lewis 
discloses a financial consolidation and communications platform which includes 
message formatting, database management, and select applications for preparing 
sophisticated financial presentations in essentially real time. The Validation Process 
ensures the accuracy of the data and prevents duplicative entries. The Validation 
Process applies quality assurance rules, pre-defined by the user, to the incoming data. 
The data is compared against pre-existing records to discern any discrepancies, and to 
test for changes in excess of acceptable tolerances. As such Lewis does not disclose a 
data consolidatorfor receiving parsed information from the file importer, consolidating 
said parsed information with transaction information from a user-accessible system to 
create consolidated transaction records, assigning a unique identifier to each 
consolidated transaction record for an account, and storing said consolidated 
transaction records, wherein consolidating said parsed information includes removing 
transaction information derived from the user accessible system that is duplicated in 
said parsed information from the data files, as recited in independent claims 1,21, and 
36. Moreover, the missing claimed element from Lewis is not found in a reasonable 
number of reference(s). 

Based on the reasoning above dependent claims 2-20, 22-35, and 37-48 are also 
allowed.
